On March 31st, the staff of the department totalled 510 salaried employees 
as compared with 476 last year. There were 976 prevailing rate employees 
(in the printing and other trades) as compared with 919 last year. Thus there 
was an increase of 34 salaried employees and 57 prevailing rate employees 
respectively. Included in these figures are the staffs of the Sales and Distribution 
Branch, Purchasing, Stores and Stationery Branch, Office Machine Repair 
Section and Departmental Services. 


This overall staff increase is due largely to a corresponding increase in the 
services provided by the department. A substantial portion of this additional 
staff was transferred from other departments or agencies of the Government and 
is not therefore, an increase in the overall Government personnel strength. 


During the past fiscal year the wage rates paid to production staffs increased, 
and during the past two years the number of hours in the working week have 
been reduced from 44 to 40 hours in the letterpress trades and to 37:5 hours in 
the offset trades. Despite this reduction in working hours and the increase in 
rates, we have through the introduction of modern equipment and through 
constant control over production and methods, still been able to maintain the 
same chargeable hourly rates. Relating the volume of inside printing sales to 
the actual number of employees engaged in printing production, the result in 
comparison with commercial printers is equivalent to $12,000 worth of produc- 
tion per employee. 
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This year there was a net loss of $52,287 in the operations of the Printing 
Branch. As it is the policy to charge Parliament and departments for the 
actual cost of printing, it has been found impossible to end the year without 
some slight difference between costs and sales. But since our sales of inside 
printing amounted to $6,640,569 this represents a differential of less than 
1 per, cent: 

You will observe that the Stationery Branch shows a profit of $108,544 
on sales amounting to $2,745,311 or less than 5 per cent. This profit is due 
to the fact the majority of stationery items are purchased in bulk and sold to 
departments in small job lots. 

The Typewriter Division showed sales of $779,272, and a loss of $17,370, 
or less than 3 per cent of the total. As in the case of the Printing Branch this 
loss is accounted for by the margin of error in the rates charged departments 
for repairing and overhauling equipment as opposed to the actual cost for 
these services. 

The increase in the total volume of printing is represented entirely by the 
sales of our outside printing units. The volume of the outside printing units 
largely reflect the amount of work which was produced formerly by other depart- 
ments on spirit duplicators and by their staff. This work is now being produced 
by units of this department at substantial savings. 

The revenue from the sale of publications to the public increased from 
$281,653 in 1954-55 to $352,455.49 in 1955-56. This is a clear indication that 
our sales promotion and advertising campaign is reaching an ever-widening 
audience. ‘Thisis borne out by the fact that the sale of publications with a popular 
appeal continues even when no new publications with sales appeal are offered.

The number of job instruction bags issued by the planning office was 16,272. 
At the end of the fiscal year there were 2,526 jobs at various stages of pro- 
cessing in the plant. 


COMPOSITION DIVISION 


The total number of ems set on the linotype machines was 193,696,911 
as compared to 175,261,737 for 1954-55, an increase of approximately 10 p.c. 


The monotype machines composition was 102,768,548 ems as compared to 
103,940,493 for the previous fiscal year. The decrease of approx. 1,000,000 ems 
was due to the loss of keyboard operators for some of the time. 

The monotype sorts cast weighed 459,405 lbs. as compared to 494,390 in 
1954-55.

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VARI-TYPE SECTION 


During the year 1956, the Vari-type Section produced over 486 jobs. This 
figure includes such major operations as a 350 page 83’’ x 11’ book. Another 
publication produced had 225 pages. 


A start was made in producing copy for the Patent Record. This involved 
the formulation of completely new concepts in the setting of “cold type’. In 
the field of forms, a total of over 450 were set of varying sizes and complexity. 
Many of these required considerable fact finding before the jobs were completed. 


Through the use of Fotolist equipment, it was found possible to produce, 
among other jobs, a 480 page list for the Department of Transport and a 1,000 
page index to Hansard for the House of Commons. Another large item produced 
was a 400 page listing for the National Research Council. 


In the year 1957, it is planned to expand the scope of the Fotolist equipment 
and it is expected that very substantial savings in public funds will be realized.

Purchases by Outside Units 


Under authority granted to them for this purpose, Outside Units issued 
1,258 purchase orders for a total money value of $139,348. Price lists of all 
important commodities were supplied to these Units. 


Covering requisitions 
The value of covering requisitions submitted by Departments amounted to 


$36,184. The main categories affected were stationery and printing supplies 
for which the respective amounts were $26,569 and $7,909. 


Changes in Organization 


Bulk purchasing was introduced for common-use machines like adders, 
copyholders, typewriters, postal scales. As a result, the number of requisitions 
processed was greatly reduced and lower prices were secured. 


The purchasing of stationery and school items for the Department of National 
Defence dependents’ schools was taken over by the Branch during the year. ‘The 
first requisitions for the dependents’ schools of the Department of National 
Defence were received in February. There are 62 such Schools with a com- 
bined current enrollment of 17,060.

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Procurement Division 


The Procurement Division, combines the former Stationery Procurement 
Section, with that part of the Pre-Edit Section involving stores ledger control. 
The Division began operations as such on April 1, 1955. 


_ During the year ledger control was maintained over Stationery, Paper, 
Printing and the sub-stores of the various units. The addition of five more 
sub-stores in the Mackenzie Ave., Edmonton, Camp Borden, Clinton and Winni- 
peg Units brought the total of stores and sub-stores under ledger control to 
twenty-six at year’s end. 


Procurement of Stationery Stores issued 2002 Purchase requisitions and 267 
Printing requisitions. 
Ledger control of Stationery Stores entailed the processing of 21,977 requisi- 
tions totalling 154,984 items. 


The issuing of materials from our main and sub-stores involved the proces- 
sing of 60,509 paper stores tickets and 43,117 printing stores tickets by the 
section.

Forty-one stores units are now in operation from coast to coast. 


The functions of the five main stores are divided into two categories. The 
first category consists of the Paper, Printing and Maintenance stores, servicing 
the main plant and outside printing units. The second category comprized of 
the Stationery and Office Machine stores, service the requirements of customer 
departments. In addition, the Typewriter and Office Machine main stores 
provide sub-stores with sufficient spare parts to maintain repair service in the 
eleven units located across the country. The following is a summary of the 
Main Stores transactions completed during the year:

Expansion 


A branch office and mobile unit were established at Winnipeg to serve the 
Department of National Defence installations at Shilo, MacDonald, Rivers, and 
Winnipeg. An additional mobile unit was placed in service at our Montreal 
Unit for the servicing of equipment at Dorval, Lachine, Saint Hubert, Saint 
John, and Nicolet, serviced previously by local firms. Repair service to Goose 
Bay was provided from Montreal, using transport facilities of the R.C.A.F. 


Inventory of Office Machines 


Effective April 1st, 1955, the payment of all maintenance costs became a 
responsibility of this Division. The preparation of a complete inventory of all 
office machines belonging to the federal government was started. Inventory 
record cards were supplied to all departments and necessary data requested by 
circular letter. 


Publications Branch 


The Publications Branch, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Government Publieations, is entirely a service agency engaged in cataloguing 
and distributing publications of the Federal Government. It discharges four 
primary functions all provided for by law and Treasury Board regulations: 
(a) the compilation and issuance of official catalogues and price lists; (b) the 
sale of Government publications; (c) the distribution of official publications to 
designated depository libraries and to persons and institutions entitled to receive 
them free of charge; and (d) mailing service for other agencies of the Government 
including the maintenance of mailing lists. 


Official Catalogues and Publicity 

The main work of the Catalogue and Publicity Division consists of systematic 
cataloguing and classification of all official publications of Parliament and the 
various departments of the Government of Canada to permit prompt and accurate 
answers to inquiries concerning availability, prices and distribution of official 
publications, as well as the speedy processing of orders. 


The Division compiled and published regularly in bilingual editions (1) the 
Daily Checklist of Government Publications, (2) the Monthly Catalogue, and 
(3) the Annual Catalogue. A sectional catalogue entitled ‘‘Labour Publications’’ 
listing all available publications of the Department of Labour as well as legis- 
lative, parliamentary, judicial and other documents relating to labour was 
compiled and published during the year. ‘The Section completed the classifica- 
tion of all parliamentary documents held in stock by the Department and 
occupying 2,730 linear feet of shelving. 


Approximately 13,500 letters of inquiry were referred to the Section during 
the year. 


Publications of general or topical interest offered for sale by the Department 
were advertised in 6 issues of the Selected Titles Bulletins and 26 separate direct 
mail leaflets or circulars issued in bilingual, or separate English and French 
editions, according to the language of the publications advertised. Promotion 
circulars issued and mailed during the year averaged 173,900 per month for a 
year’s total of 2,087,630. 


Thirty-five advertisements of official publications of special interest appeared 
in selected magazines and newspapers throughout Canada, and three displays 
of publications were organized during the year. 


Free Distribution 
The persons and institutions in the categories listed below received current 
publications free of charge in accordance with the regulations relating to the 
distribution of government publications (T.B. 477983) : 
(a) the Library of Parliament, 5 copies 
(b) the National Library of Canada, 2 copies 
(c) list of 31 Full-Depository libraries, 1 copy. 


One copy of current publications was sent on request from the Daily Check- 
list in accordance with the list of eligibility established by Section D-2 (a to m) 
of the Regulations cited above. Average free distribution was 100 copies of each 
publication. 
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Sale of Government Publications 


Total sales of publications and advertising in the Canada Gazette for the 
fiscal year 1955-56 amounted to $560,306.75, deposited in the Treasury as miscel- 
laneous receipts, an increase of $67,304.73 over 1954-55. This fact, plus an 
increase of more than 4 per cent over 1954-55 in inquiries about publications, is 
evidence of a continuing high interest by the public in Government publications. 

The following figures relating to the sale or free distribution of Government 
publications and advertising in the Canada Gazette, Part I, show appropriations 
voted, expenditures and cash receipts, plus a comparison of revenues for the

Free Distribution of Statutes and Statutory Orders and Regulations 


Free distribution of the Revised and Annual Statutes of Canada is regulated 
by the Publication of Statutes Act, Ch. 280, R.S.C. 1952. 


Regulations governing the free distribution to authorized categories are 
contained in Order in Council P.C. 1953-609, dated April 27, 1953, as amended 
by P.C. 1953-1661, dated October 28, 1953, which also provides that the recipients 
may automatically receive a similar number of semi-monthly editions of Canada 
Gazette, Part II, printed in the same language. 


Distribution is made on written request only. In the case of provincial 
judiciary or officials, service is furnished on application by the Attorney General 
or Provincial Secretary; copies are sent to Federal departments’ officials when 
personally recommended by the Deputy Minister of the Department concerned.

Of the above, 1,403 officials requested retention of their names on the mailing 
list for English copies of Canada Gazette Part II while 527 requested similar 
free service for the French edition. 


A consolidation of the Statutory Orders and Regulations in four volumes 
was issued in 1955. Because of the estimated high printing costs involved, the 
department circularized all those entitled to free sets to find out the number that 
should be printed and this kept the quantity printed toa minimum. Asa result, 
the free distribution totalled 1,874 English and 499 French sets. 


Central Mailing and Addressing Service 


The Branch operates a free mailing service of publications for other depart- 
ments and also services their mailing lists. In addition to the actual mailing of 
publications and periodicals, this service includes the storage of publications 
pending distribution, and the embossing of all plates. Additional automatic 
equipment was obtained to enable the Branch to cope with the steadily increasing 
work-load as more departments are transferring the physical mailing of their 
publications for greater economy and efficiency. 


This equipment features a high-speed mailing machine which can affix 
up to 16,000 labels per hour from pre-addressed and perforated tapes. 


The Publications Branch was able to extend during the year, with the 
co-operation of other Government agencies, the number of publications and 
periodicals that we handle as ‘‘self mailers”, the publications being mailed flat, 
without the use of an envelope or wrapper. 


For a number of years, the department lacked sufficient space for storing its 
publications stock, and consequently was compelled to lease outside storage area 
in four buildings. As space became available in the National Printing Bureau, 
Hull, P.Q., the Publications Branch performed the storage removal operation to 
the new site along with the transfer of surplus stocks from other departments. 
This huge job was done by branch personnel without using additional help and 
therefore at considerable savings to the public service. 


In a year of such progress, the Publications Branch staff at all levels deserve 
particular credit, for their task has not been easy. We are grateful for their fine 
teamwork and their loyalty. 


Technical Research Committee 


The Technical Research Committee during the past year has conducted a 
total of one hundred and eighty-five investigations, with accompanying reports 
for each, which have resulted in substantial savings. 


Surveys were conducted on methods of production, simplification of work 
processes, new equipment, printing, duplicating, stationery and office machine 
maintenance requirements both in Ottawa and federal offices across Canada, 
so as to retain the highest efficiency and economy. 


Government departments were advised on matters pertaining to printing 
and stationery through the medium of meetings with executive officers and 
personnel of the Department concerned and by displays and explanations of new 
equipment and methods. 


Twenty-nine circular letters were issued to government departments on 
matters such as savings through requisitioning of paper, purchase of office 
machines, typewriter repairs and maintenance, and suggestions for better 
typography. 

It is considered that the proper application of the advice and instructions 
contained in these circular letters will result in substantial savings and better 
service to the Federal Government as a whole. 
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Personnel 


On March 31, 1956, the staff of the department comprised 510 clerical 
employees as compared with 476 last year and 976 Prevailing Rate employees in 
the printing and other trades as compared with 919 last year, an increase of 34 
clerical employees and 57 prevailing rate employees respectively.

The overall staff increase indicated above is due largely to a corresponding 
expansion in the services provided by the department. A substantial portion of 
this additional staff was transferred from other departments and is not an increase 
in the overall government personnel strength. 


The staff turnover during the past year involved 266 appointments and 175 
separations. A total of 25 local promotion competitions were conducted during 
the year which resulted in a like number of promotions and transfers within the 
organization of the department.

In past years it has been the custom for the Chief Treasury Officer of this 
department to prepare and submit the report covering the financial aspect of 
the operations of this department.

Of the $4,000,000 in the Queen’s Printer’s Advance Account at March 31, 
1956, there was a credit balance with the Receiver General of Canada of 
$1,512,839, and $2,416,141 invested in inventories and accrued charges. 


Normally, during the year, the amount on credit with the Receiver General 
of Canada is seldom more than sufficient to cover our monthly payroll and ac- 
counts payable. However, at the end of the year all our accounts receivable 
representing amounts owed to this department by parliament and government 
departments are liquidated and, in addition, inventories of printing materials 
and work-in-process are reduced to the minimum. This results in a considerable 
increase in the credit with the Receiver General as at that date. 


As at March 31, 1955, our inventories of printing materials, stationery and 
typewriter stores amounted to $2,168,711 as compared with the total inventory at 
March 31, 1956, of $2,416,141. This increase of $247,430 represents largely an 
increase in the cost of naaterials. 


Schedule 10 shows a graph indicating the comparison between work produced 
by this department and printing purchased from commercial houses. It willbe 
noted that the proportion between inside and outside printing sales remains 
constant.
